H a l u &x, July 3d.—The cruiser T error 
captured two 
m ore 
American 
fishing 
schooners- last night at hand Point, near 
Shelburne, and took them up the latter 
harbor this m orning. The schooners cap­ 
tured are the*George W. Cushing and C. B. 
H arrington, both o f Portland, Me. 
Few particulars have as yet reached here 
from Shelburr* respecting the seiznre o f 
the schooners City Point, C. Ii. H arrington 
and George W . Cashing. 
All these vessels 
belong to Portland, ile.. and are under­ 
stood to he charged with the sim ilar of­ 
fense—of perm itting men to land or taking 
water on board beforeie[Kirtir)g at the local 
Custom-house. 
It is assorted that Captain 
Jewett, of the Cushing, had been ashore, 
bargaining for bait but did not purchase it. 
Consul-General Phelan has received official 
confirm ation of the tlirey seizures, and has- 
also got dispatches from '.lie Captains of th e 
C ashing and H arrington announcing the 
fact that two men who landed at Sliel— 
bourne from the City Point* on W ednesday 
evening were natives of thwt town. T hree 
others belonging to the sam e vessel, two of 
them Maine men and the other a resident 
of (¿neens county, Nova Scotia,went ashore 
Interin the evening. 
Men from the cruiser 
Terror, by the Cajitain of which all these 
seizures were made, have been placed in 
charge* of the schooners and additional in ­ 
structiva o from Ottawa are awaited by 
Odmmander Quiglcv. 
It was reported that another A m erican 
fisherman of Gloucester, Mass , had been 
seized at Canso this evening for shipping a 
man, but tiie report proved to he only par­ 
tially eorreei. 
From information received 
in this city it is believed the v. ssel was de­ 
tained by the Customs Collector on such a 
charge, ami an officer placet! on board, hu t 
that the Captain’s guilt was not clear and 
she was afterw ard released. 
A tehm .un 
received to-night from the vessel's C’antain, 
Daniel McDonald, stall* lh*..r everything is 
ail right and that he will sail td-morrow. 
N ew Y ork, Ju ly 4th.—A Shelburne (N. 
S.) special says : 
Yesterday the Canadian 
cutter T error seized two Portland fishing 
vessels—the O. B. H arrington ami Geo. W. 
Cushing. 
T he schooner Geo. W. Cushing 
is a tine vessel of 61 tons. 
It is owned In* 
E. G. W illard, of Portland. The 0. l>. 
H arrington is a schooner of only 21 - ms. 
and is owned by C. A. Dwyer and W. S. 
Jordan of the same p!*n 
Captain Quigley 
of the Terror says : ** I have been watching 
for these vessels for a day or two. anil 
patroling the batbor at night on the look­ 
out for them. The fishery agent at Sandy 
Point sent m e word that the Americans 
were there looking for bait and supplies, so 
after dark I rowed six or eight miles dow n 
the harbor to where these crab were an­ 
chored. 
I boarded the C. B. H arrington 
about 10 o'clock, and found that two of tho- 
crew were then ashore. M aster Fralick 
adm itted th at he had not reported at the- 
Custom-honse, so I put an armed guard on 
board and ordered him to bring his vessel 
U[i alongside the Terror at daylight. 
Next 
1 rowed to where the Geo. W. Cushing was 
anchored. 
It was getting pretty late, and 
m y visit was a genuine surprise. 
Captain 
Jew ett adm itted that lie had been ashore 
during the day and had not entered his 
ship at the Custom-house, 
i then placed a 
guard on the Cushing, w ith instructions 
¡flat she should anchor under cover of th e 
Terror’s guns at daylight. 
Both Captains 
admitted to me that they liad attem pted to 
buy bait, but failed to ahtain any, although 
they offered a high price for it.” 
X dispatch from Canso says the A m eri­ 
can schooner H erew ard was seized there 
yesterday on the charge that her Captain 
shipped a m an. Captain McDonald denies 
the charge, and telegraphed to Consul Gen­ 
eral Phelan for advice'. This makes four 
seizures w ithin the past twenty-four hours. 


A n K arthffuakc a n d a M u rd e re r. 
I? F. Chronicle. July 1th.] 
M any things have been said and written 
upon the subject of earthquakes and their 
peculiarities, but so far no person has ever 
had the hardihood to characterize one as 
being useful and beneficial to m ankind. 
Such is the case nevertheless, and has 
been clearly proved so by a recent occur­ 
rence in one ot the crim inal Courts of this 
city. The incident is well w orthy of being 
placed on record. 
It was on the- m orning 
of May 26th, this year, th at the ju ry trying 
H arry H uff for the m urder of M atthew T. 
Eddy returned into Court after being out 
all night, and asked Judge Toohy for fur­ 
ther instructions. Ju -t as the Judge con­ 
cluded the reading of this second charge 
and the jury was about to retire again, a 
strong earthquake shock su it a tremol 
through the old building, accompanied by 
a loud rum bling noise. A m ong the first of 
the m any who rushed for the door was Ju r­ 
or Alfred Larsen, a recent arrival from the 
East, now working as a clerk in a whole­ 
sale grocery-house down town. 
A Deputy 
Sheriff intercepted his flight, however, and 
conducted him , with the others, to tbo 
jury-room for further deliberation. 
Lar­ 
sen's pallid cheeks, trem bling lips aud 
bulging eves were too evident proofs cf tiie 
fears aud misgivings which agitated h ’s 
tim id soul for the other jurors, all old Cal­ 
ifornians, to resist the tem ptation of accom­ 
plishing a brilliant stroke of combined 
policy and revenge. 
Larsen had been hold­ 
ing out from the first on n verdict of ac­ 
quittal, the other eleven bting all lor a 
conviction of m urder in the first degree. 
Larsen liad kept them up all night, refusing 
to listen to either argum ent or pleas, and 
they were naturally very m uch incensed 
about it. This earthquake shock, however, 
gave them the opportunity which they 
wanted, and the m anner in which they 
commenced playing upon hi* fears was 
som ething astonishing. 
“ Look there, Larsen,” said one o f th e 
jurors, excitedly, as lie pointed to a large 
aperture in the plastered w all; " d o you 
see that crack ? 
Well, that w as m a d e 'by 
the great earthquake of 'OS, when so m any 
buildings were destroyed in Fan Fratv 
cisco.” 
“ Yes," was Ihe eager interruption of nn- 
othcr, “ this old death-trap was so badly 
shaken tip at that tim e (hut those iron 
girder* you see up there lia i to he put in to 
keep the walls together.” 
“ I’m getting cunfoundedlv uneasy," said 
some one else, “ for the first shock isalw uys 
followed by two or three more, and this 
rotten pile of m asonry is liable to go 
crum bling and crashing to the ground at 
any m inute. 
I wish I was out of here.'' 
“ My God!” cried Larsen, alm ost in tiars. 
“ is it so had as that ? Oh, gentlem en,w hat 
shall I do?” 
“ Come over to our side and agree to a 
verdict of m urder in the fust degree!" was 
the alm ost unanim ous chorus. Seriously 
frightened as Larsen was he would not con­ 
sent to this, blit offered to com prom i-» on 
m anslaughter. To this proposition, how­ 
ever, the others would not agree. A short 
discussion ensued.wbich finally resulted in 
a compromise on m urder in the second 
degree, and a verdict was rendered to th at 
effect. Thus it was that a sim ple earth­ 
quake was instrum ental in brim dng about 
the conviction of a m urderer, who was af- 
terw aid sentenced to im prisonm ent for life.

DANGEROUS DOCTRINE.

And we say, it 
little less than insulting, in the blaze of 
the light of this day, for any man to stand 
in the presence of those of his own race 
and government and system of civilization, 
and demand the introduction of elements 
into this country that, it has been demon 
stratcd, tend only to our degradation, the 
subversion and dem oralization of our la­ 
boring citizens and the building up of dan 
gerolls class distinctions.

We have, ever since our appointment, 
given this subject earnest attention, and 
appreciate all the difficulties connected with 
it. We believe that the systems now pur­ 
sued are in compliance with law. We be­ 
lieve that prisoners should not be kept in 
idleness, nor is such a course permitted by 
law. They should be worked’ for the ben­ 
efit of theState; the Constitution requires 
this. We do not desire, however, to em­ 
ploy them in branches that will seriously 
cripple any industry which it would be to 
the interest of the State to foster. 
It is absolutely necessary that certain' 
improvements should be made to the 
prison buildings and grounds. From the 
operation of many causes, among them the 
continued agitation with reference to the 
alleged conflict between prison and free 
labor, the sale of many of tiie articles man­ 
ufactured at the prisons has become un­ 
profitable. 
We believe, from the above causes, that 
the labor of the convicts now engaged in 
making curb-stoncs and cross-walks at 
Folsom, and of those employed in the fur­ 
niture department at San Quentin, can, 
with greater advantage to the State and the 
industries, be utilized in making necessary 
improvements, and in adding to the force 
in the jute mill. 
We, therefore, have made the necessary 
orders to carry these views into ctlect, and 
would at lhÍ3 time request you to call the 
matter to the attention f the next Legisla­ 
ture, in order that that body may clearly 
define the law and settle all the vexed 
problems connected with this subject. We

Ho»- the N ation’s A nniversary is to be 
Observed in Sacram ento. 
The one hundred and tenth anniversary 
of the nation’s birth is to be celebrated in 
this city to-day with unusual pomp and 
splendor. It is the birthday celebration of 
the grandest, freest, noblest nation on 
the earth, and the millions of freemeiS 
throughout the vast extent of our common 
country worship on this day at the shrine 
of liberty, consecrated by the blood of our 
revolutionary fathers, who gave us the 
Declaration of Independence, and pledged 
their lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor to its support. To-day in every city, 
, town, village and hamlet, upon the 
I prairies, or on the high seas wherever lrce- 
’ dom is enjoyed under the protection of 
the star-spangled banner, those who 
watched by the cradle of liberty in 1776 
will be honored. 
On Saturday citizens generally through­ 
out the city began to decorate their homes, 
offices and business houses. The work 
was continued yesterday and will be com­ 
pleted this morning. J and K streets, 
from Front to Tenth, present a moat 
handsome aspect, the immense display of 
bunting, flags and streamers giving 
the

street a 
patriotic tri­ 
colored 
appearance. Some 
of

show-windows of the stores are fixed up 
with 
patriotic designs that 
display 
much taste. Une custom, peculiar to Sac­ 
ramento, is to oover all the awning posts 
with evergreens, such as grow on the 
hank of the river. These are brought in 
by wagon-loads, and the result ot their ar­ 
rangement makes the sidewalks on both 
sides of J and K streets resemble an ever­ 
green arbor. It is pleasant to the eye. a 
protection from the sun, and materially 
adds to the beauty of the decorations. The 
programme of the day’s celebration appears 
in another column,and embraces an entire 
day’s sport, commencing at the early dawn 
and continuing to the wee small hours ot 
morn. The Trustees of the city gave $2,000 
towards defraying the expenses, several 
hundred dollars additional was contributed 
by liberal citizens, and the money has been 
so placed as to secure the greatest enjoy­ 
ment for the greatest number.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
C lose of th e Session o f th e G e n e ra l E x ­ 
e c u tiv e B o a rd . 
[By Telegraph.1 
New York, July 3d.—The General Execu­ 
tive Board of the Knights of Labor finished 
their labors here to-tky, and the members 
left for home. Afterward Powderly said : 
" It is the intention of the Board to address 
a letter to Superintendent Murray and re­ 
quest him to furnish intormation about the 
action of Captain XlcCollough. We have 
learned that Cooper Union Hall has been 
frequently rented to secret societies without 
the presence of policemen. We wish to 
know, therefore, whether Captain McCol- 
iough received an order from n higher 
authority to have policemen present. I see 
by the papers that Captain McCollough 
classes tiie Knights of Labor witli anarchists 
and communists. I have never at any lime 
expressed, nor will there be found in any of 
my public speeches or letters or in the work 
of the Order anything that could be con­ 
strued as savoring of the doctrine of either 
anarchists or communists. 1 consider his 
interference in our meeting aud theremark 
of Captain McCollough a direct insult, first 
to the workingmen ot New York and sec­ 
ond to the workingmen of the United 
States. This makes the matter of national 
importance, and this must he righted at 
once.” 
The Knights of Labor here are in danger 
of losing ground with some of the more 
important trades. The New York Associ­ 
ated Jewelers, with a membership of 1,000 
or more, refused by a decided majority to 
join the former organization. Some of the 
leading men of the Association take the 
ground that the Knights are not a bona 
tide labor organization. It is also reported 
that there is a strong feeling in the German 
Shoemakers’ Union. No. i. numbering 500 
or more, in favor of maintaining their in­ 
dependence. though declaring their sym­ 
pathies in favor of the purposes which tlie 
Knights have in view, so far as they are 
designed to promote the interests of the 
working class. There is the latent feeling 
that tlie Knights are disposed to exercise 
arbitrary powers, and that as things are 
going at present it is the part of wisdom on 
the part of the Trades Unions for the time 
being to preserve their autonomy. The 
bad management of the Third-avenue rail­ 
road strike, under the auspices ot tiie 
Knights, tended more than anything else 
to make the Trades Unions cautious about 
new alliances.

TH E IR O X -W O RK ER S. 


Reply to tlie R ecent L etter from the 
. 
Union Iron W orks Company. 
YVe published a few days since a letter 
from the Union Iron Works Company, of 
San Francisco, to the striking workmen 
from the company's shops. The Iron 
Trade’s Council of Workingmen have now 
made the following reply — but which is 
not addressed, as will be seen, to the Union 
Iron Works Company ; 
San F rancisco, Julv 2, 1886. 
To the Wageworkers of San 'Francisco— 
F riends and F ellow-citizens : The work­ 
men at the Union Iron Works are again 
in trouble. After twenty-five years of the 
Government's so-called protection, the me­ 
chanics of our land have been convinced 
that they have been systematically robbed 
by manufacturers and employers, who 
(through free immigration and their im­ 
portation of contract laborers from all parts 
of the earth) have forced down the price of 
labor in Eastern States until there seems to 
be no limit to its degradation, and thereby 
have pocketed tlie entire profits of the tariff', 
which was intended to benefit ail alike. 
As a consequence of this knowledge and 
sad experience, the wageworkers of our 
land are now making an effort to protect 
themselves by organization, which, wher­ 
ever tried, has proved to be the best and 
only true protection that labor can obtain. 
The workmen of San Francisco, realizing 
the fact that what has been done by manu­ 
facturers in Massachusetts and l’ennsyl- 
vania will also be done here if some effort 
is not made to put a check upon their 
greed, have formed themselves into Trades 
Unions for mutual aid and protection. 
Many of these new societies, being com­ 
posed of men who are inexperienced, have 
made mistakes, which they will no doubt 
profit by in the future. It is not necessary 
tor us to worry you with a lengthy account 
of the causes which have led up to the 
present troubles at the Union Iron Works. 
You have been made acquainted with the 
subject through the daily press, and by 
some it has been highly colored in favor ol 
the firm and against the workman. In 
substance it is as follows : 
Some time ago a certain ncrson came to 
this coast from abroad, and was admitted 
to membership in the Shipwrights’ Union. 
Instead of being grateful to its members, 
and contributing his mite to the peace and 
prosperity of those who had made him 
welcome, he at once set to work to give 
them trouble. The first offense, it is stated, 
was to take sub-contracts, a system that a 
few years ago had reduced tlie cabinet­ 
makers of this city to such a condition that 
many of them could not make more than 
$6 per week, and they had to furnish their 
own tools. His society called him to ac . 
count for it, and he employed a lawyer j 
and took the case into Court, causing ¡ho 
society considerable loss of time and 
money. Still they did not suspend him. 
On another occasion he promised some of 
the shipwrights who were at work at night 
on some important job tiiat tlie Union 
Iron Works Company would pay them 
their usual prices for night work, and when 
they were paid for their labor they did not 
receive the amount agreed upon. In this 
the men did not blame the company, but 
their brother members, who had charge of 
the work. On still another occasion, it is 
stated that after working faithfully on a 
contract for the Union Iron Works Com­ 
pany, he had not made mechanic’s wages, 
and that one of tiie firm had presented him 
with $25 to reimburse him for his loss. 
This circumstance he related in the Ship­ 
wrights’ Union. 
This man. with a few 
others, seeing, as they thought, an oppor­ 
tunity to better their condition, temporarily 
at least, if they would break away from 
the restraint of the Union to which they 
belonged, sent in their resignations, anil 
with a few handy men, have formed a so­ 
ciety of their own and are doing tiie work 
formerly done by boilermakers. They also 
work ten hours per day instead of nine, 
which is tlie standard of the Shipwrights’ 
Union. All this they claim to have done 
in the interest of iron shipbuilding on this 
coast. 
After calling the attention of the Federa­ 
tion to the trouble, and that body having 
failed to effect a settlement, the boilermak­ 
ers refused to work with these men, and 
struck work about one month ago. The 
other trades in the Federation, after mak­ 
ing an effort to arrange a settlement of the 
trouble, which resulted in a failure, or­ 
dered their men out also. A few days after 
the men were out, it was thought that if a 
Committee on Arbitration was appointed 
there might be a settlement of the trouble 
that would satisfy both parties. 
The sug­ 
gestion was acted upon and the committee 
was appointed and instructed to send a 
communication to the managers of the 
Union Iron Works, notifying them that 
they were willing to abitrate the matter in 
dispute. The answer to our communica­ 
tion came on last Tuesday awl was pub­ 
lished in the evening and morning papers. 
At present the case stands in this condi­ 
tion ; The Federation, knowing that tlie 
present strike is unpopular, and knowing 
that any fair minded man would be most 
likely to decide some important point 
against it, yet, for tlie sake of a settlement, 
it was willing to present its case in tlie best 
form that a committee of five humble me­ 
chanics could presesit it. and submit to tlie 
decision of any fair-minded man that might 
lie agreed upon. 
Under existing circum­ 
stances those who knew how tlie case 
stood felt sure that it was practically a sur­ 
rendering of many important points, which 
they did not hope to have decided in their 
favor, and yet Mr. Dickie, on behalf of the 
firm, has spurned the offer in whole aud 
in part, and buried his reply broadcast to 
the world through the press. 
We now appeal to the same public opin­ 
ion and through tlie .same medium—the 
press—which, with few exceptions, has 
treated us well. Many of our best and 
most experienced mem' ers are-swilling to 
admit that the boilermakers acted un­ 
wisely in striking without the authority of 
tlie Federation, and that later the Federa­ 
tion itself did not act with becoming wis­ 
dom and prudence. However this may be, 
the reply of Mr. Dickie should, and it has 
silenced all comment on the wisdom of our 
past action. 
This firm thinks more of 
these few rebellions workmen that have 
left their former societies and set up shop 
for themselves than it does for all the other 
men in its employ that are faithful to their 
pledges and true to their society. We 
never knew the firm in question to sacrifice 
so much for a principle before. Verily, our 
world is growing better. By the way, fel- 
low-workinen, if our memory serves us 
right, some years ago a number of the 
States in the American Union believing 
that they had tlie constitutional right to 
secede, set up a Government of their own. 
Many of our good people then called tlie se 
ceders rebels, and plunged tlie nation into 
a four years’ war for the preservation of 
the Union. We expect to settle this little 
difficulty in less than half the time and 
propose that it will no.t cost one drop of 
blood. We will also remind the Union 
Iron Works Company that it certain 
neighboring nation, at the time of the late 
unpleasantness above referred to, had to 
pay something like $15,000,000 for its sym­ 
pathy with secession. 
The question of the hour is: Shall tl e 
unions of this city be i rusbed out of exist­ 
ence and every vestige of protection to 
labor cease? The reply of this firm does 
not even give th« assurance that if tbe 
men are willing to return in a hotly they' 
would be re-employed. Such a surrender 
as they propose cannot be thought of even 
for a moment. ” Things ill begun make 
strong themselves by tils." Our Arbitra­ 
tion Committee has been discharged, and a 
Committee on Conference appointed in­ 
stead. Each Union in the iron Trades 
Federation is requested to levy an assess­ 
ment on members that are at work, and ap­ 
point a committee to distribute the money 
so collected among those oi their members 
affected by the strike, and also those that 
might througii want of bread be induced 
to go to work in the shops. All the unions 
represented in the general Federation of 
Trades are also hereby called upon to levy 
small weekly assessments, and turn tbe 
money over to our Finance Committee, 
taking a receipt for the same. Our Finance 
Committee will in turn divide the money 
so collected equally among the various 
unions affected by this strike for distribu­ 
tion among the men that are out. Kemem- 
ber that it we are crushed your turn will 
come next. We consider that any man or 
set of men that will go to work in these 
workshops nntil this trouble is settled are 
utterly void of manlv principle, and we 
call upon all good citizens to stay away 
from the works. If you are in need of 
bread make it known to your fcllow-work- 
ers, and you will not be allowed to suffer. 
And now to our own men that are out on 
strike : We charge you above all things to 
keep the peace, violate no iaw of the land 
and time will bring all things right.
